“lf your honor can hang 
a boy at 18, in violation of the policy 
of tue law. in violation of the spirit of 
humanity, 
then

even 14.” Barrow said. 
Mercy, hu­ 
manity and considerations of the ef- 
lect of such hang.ugs on the com­ 
munity weie cited by the pleader as 
outweighing the cold letter oi the 
law aud making for prevention rather 
than the propagation of crime. 
Barrow said the defendants were 
“two children, gandering around in 
a nightm are world, the sport of blind 
force." He declared they are just two 
imperfect machines, lacking tile emo­ 
tions to balance their superior intel­ 
lects, 
committing 
various 
crimes, 
with the m urder of Bobby Franks as 
the climax, because nature failed to 
build perfectly.

Loeb, Barrow said, was giveu too 
much opportunity by wealth.

Tells of Efforts to Solve Farm­ 
ers' Problems.

One of the leading problems that 
is confronting many of oar states is 
that of diversified farming, says D. H. 
Otis, 
Agricultural Director of the 
American Bankers’ Association. 
“During the past year the Agricul­ 
tural Commission of the association 
has arranged for conferences in e’^ht 
of the twelve Federal Reserve dis­ 
tricts,” he says. 
“At these confer­ 
ences we have tried to get in touch 
with the agricultural needs of the re­ 
spective regions and advise with the 
bankers and others interested as to 
what the banks might do to help in 
rheir solution. 
A resolution adopted 
in the Fifth District serves as an ex­ 
ample of what is needed in many 
sections: 
“ ‘Encouragement of a proper system 
of diversified farming in which farm­ 
ers will grow as far as practical all 
the food and feed crops necessary for j 
feeding the family and livestock of 
the farm, and to keep on the farms 
the requisite kinds and amounts of 
livestock best to meet the economic 
needs of farming in this district.’ 
“The conference in the Ninth Dis­ 
trict emphasized strongly the need of 
greater diversification. 
The farmer 
who raises nothing but wheat is un­ 
wise, even foolish. 
He is one of the

More work is 
furnished to the family, making pos­ 
sible larger family income. 
If the 
farm family is producing enough to 
feed Itself, there will be much more 
contentment and much less idle time 
In which to criticize the government. 
“The Agricultural Commission is do­ 
ing all in Its power to encourage a 
sane system of diversified farming. 
The subject is being discussed at vari­ 
ous conferences, articles and edito­ 
rials are being published for the pur­ 
pose of acquainting bankers with the 
importance of this work. 
Bankers Are Assisting 
“It is encouraging at these confer­ 
ences to find that the bankers are 
incorporating the subject of diversi­ 
fied farming In their program and 
laying plans in every way possible to 
carry It out. 
To this end we have 
records of a number of banks who are 
putting up money to their farmers to 
purchase livestock. 
They are en­ 
couraging boys and girls to go into 
club work. 
“For the coming year we hope to 
carry on this work in greater detail 
and as far as possible bold conferences 
with the officers and members of the 
agricultural committee in each of the 
respective states at the Agricultural 
College. 
We believe that In co-or­ 
dinating this work with the college, 
we will reap the benefit of team effort. 
We are pleased with the hearty re­ 
sponse we are receiving from the vari­ 
ous colleges of agriculture and we be­ 
lieve that the opportunity is grpat for 
influencing various communities In 
better typos of farming and in im­ 
proved methods of business manage­ 
ment.**

Length of Day Important. 


The important factor which has 
been overlooked,” says Dr. (turner, “Is 
I the length of the day. 
When cosmos 
j are exposed to light for the number of 
hours that a September day would give 
them, 
they 
make haste 
to bloom 
; Plants may he injured ar benefited by 
changes In temperature and In til 
Intensity of light. Some are very sen­ 
sitive to these factors. 
But, In gen 
oral, life habits of plants do not de 
i pend on such 
uncertain conditions. 
Every first day of September is the 
same length, allowing for slight calen­ 
dar variations, and plants have been 
under the Influence of the unchanging 
cycles of light for thousands of years; 
I so it is not surprising that the plant 
world is governed by them.” 
This theory has been tested by gov­ 
ernment experiments on nearly 20<> 
varieties of plant life. Including trees, 
wild and cultivated flowers, farm crops 
and weeds. Varieties that bloom when 
the days are short are called by the 
experimenters short-day plants, and 
those that bloom under long light ex­ 
posure are called long-day plants. 
By 
rolling trucks laden with specimens 
Into dark houses, the day can be short­ 
ened in some experiments, and by 
lighting greenhouses at night the days 
can be lengthened for other tests. 
At the government experiment farm 
right now the scientists have. among 
other exhibits, poinsettias and Chrysan­ 
themums in bloom

in Examining Bee Hive 
It is a mistake to suppose, as many 
do, that the chief characteristic of a 
bee is its sting. 
If manipulated with 
proper care and consideration for the 
bees, the chance of being stung is re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
Hives should 
be examined during the day while the 
bees are working; they should be dis 
turbed as little as possible, especially 
on dull days or when rain threatens 
for at such times the bees are likely j having brothers or sisters 
to be most irritable. 
They should not 
be examined at night and only when 
necessary at other times; else the 
most sweet-tempered bees will have 
their characters changed. 
Rapid aud 
Jerking movements should be avoided. 
When examining hives, do not keep 
them open too long and avoid examin­ 
ing, as much as possible, lf the weath­ 
er is cold, or the brood will tend to be 
chilled, as the temperature of the hive 
Is higher than the outside tempera­ 
ture. Bees dislike black and It Is pref­ 
erable to wear light clothes In the 
apiary. 
Refore opening the hive for 
examination, a few puffs of smoke 
should be sent Into the entrance; when 
the cover is removed the quilt should 
be raised at one end and a few more 
pufTs 
directed 
down 
between 
the 
frames. This causes the bees to gorge 
themselves with honey, in which state 
they are mort* tractable. 
The hive 
should not be jarred In any way and 
all operations should he carried on 
from the side or back of the hive so 
thut the free flight of the workers Is 
not prevented in the least.

The establishment of a bureau of 
dairying in the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture was announced 
on .Tuly 2 by Secretary Wallace, and 
at the same time he announced the ap­ 
pointment of Dr. C. W. Larson, chief 
of the dairy division of the bureau of 
animal industry, as chief of the new 
bureau. 
The act of congress, creating 
tile bureau, 
approved 
by 
President 
Coolidge on May 29, provides that the 
secretory of agriculture may transfer 
to the bureau of dairying such activ­ 
ities of the Department of Agriculture 
as lie may designate as primarily re­ 
lated to tile dairy Industry. 
All of the 
dairy 
work 
heretofore 
carried 
on 
by the bureau of animal industry has 
been 
transferred to the bureau of 
dairying and about 150 employees of 
the dairy division have been shifted 
to the new bureau. 
Appropriations 
for the fiscal year for carrying on 
; dairy work in the departm ent amount 
to approximately $400,000. 
Need of Dairy Industry, 
j 
In discussing this latest development 
j in the Department of Agriculture. Seo- 
j rotary Wallace said that the need of 
the dairy Industry is for more com­ 
plete information on the fundamentals 
fj underlying all its branches, and that 
, the solution of the problems lies l a r g e ­ 
l y in research. 
He also emphasized 
the need for better methods of feeding 
i and care to enable dairymen to pro­ 
duce milk more economically. 
At the 
same time he spoke of the necessity 
for even better sanitary conditions and 
improved 
methods for 
utilizing by­ 
products.
